Prof. W. G. Sumner of Yale, who was
to have presided at one of the meetings,
was prostrated at his hotel by what the
doctors think was a slight stroke of
apoplexy. His life is not believed to be in
immediate danger.

10 CHECK FUTURE GAMBLING

TAFT MAY URGE CONGRESS TO
ENACT SUCH A BILL.

He's Been Advising With the Administra~
tion Lawyers as to the Soett B
for That Purpese—Talk of Radieal
Measures to Accomplish the Objeot.

Wasminaron, Deo. 27.—~Dealing in
futures in wheat, corn,. cotton and other
products of the farm may be checked
hereafter if a recommendation soon to be
made to Congress by President Taft is
enacted into law. The President is con-
vinced that, legitinate industry suffers
from such trading. -

This question will form the subjeot
of a conference soon to be held at the
White House. The President is deeply
interested and will make known his
views on the question either in a spe-
clal message or in a report on a bill soon
to be introduced by Representative
Beott of Kansas, chairman of the House
eommittee.

The leading lawyers of the Adminis-
tration have heen consulted by Presideat
Taft. He believes that the mattér should
be approached with the greatest care
and a measure framed that will solve it
without in any way interfering with
trading by legitimate bodies. It was
learned to-day that the President has
invited a number of officials to confer
with him on the subject, among them

of + State Knox, Attorney-
Geveral Wickersham, Representative
Sontt, Representative lovering of Massa-
chusetts and Commissioner of Corpora-
tions Herbert Knox Smith.

The Government has given some
attention to the question. The Cot-
ton Exchange in New York and like
bodies in other citids have been
subjected to a close inquiry by the Com-
missioner of Corporations. Incidentally
the Federal authorities have made in-
quiries as to dealing in futures as a
general proposition, with the result that
& decision has been reached that the
Government should deal with this ques-
tion as far as lies within its power.

After oonferemce with BSecretary of
Agriculture Wilson and other officials
of his Department Chairman Scott intro-
duoed a bill prohibiting the use of the mails
for any transactions having te do with
future gambling on the products of the
farm. Mr. Soott framed the measure
along the lines of the law that was effective
in putting the Louisiana lottery out of
business.

The Socott bill places such gambling
transactions on the fraud list and em-
powers the Postmaster-General to issue

|orders excluding persons, firms or cor-

porations engaged in the practice from
the use of the United States mails. It
has been suggested further that the use
of and telephone lines should
be deunied to gamblers in farm products,
and ast she White House conference an eof-
fort will be made to frame a law that will

accomplish this

purpose.

He saw in a minute that he didnt have a
chance and went running into the street.

The boy found Patrolman Patriok
Sullivan talking with Lieut. John Reith
on the corner. The policeman made for
the door and tried ta get in; but the boy
had slammed it. Reith broke it in. He
sent Sullivan upstairs and followed the
boy. ; .

Harold took him straight to where his
great-grandfather and great, grand-
mother had been sleeping. The lieu-
tenant found them choking in the smoke.
He carried out the great-grandmother®
first. She is Harriet Greenberg. Then
he went back for William Greenberg.
who is # years old. He took them to
his own house and had a doctor called.

Then he started back to the burning
apartment house and learned from Harold
that his grandfather was till inside.
Reith pushed through the smoke, broke
down the door of the parior, found Israel
Greenberg, 65 years old, and helped him
to the street.

Harold's great-grandparents were mar-
ried in Poland in 1843. They came to the
United States and set up a dry goods
business. They gave it up in 1875 to live
on what they had earned.

It was not long before Mrs. Clark began
making attempts to gain possession of
her son, and on October 15, 1007, the child
was taken to Boston. Mrs. Clark was
arrested and after a long trial was aco-
quitted of kidnapping. The boy was re-
covered somewhat sensationally from his
grandmother’'s home in Dorchester, Mass.,
on June 2 of this year. Mms. Kremer got
him with the aid of a number of private
detectives and brought him back to New
York.

If A. B. Treat of 308 West Eighty-second
street had not happened along when he
did last night Mrs. Clark might bave
nabbed the hoy. Mr. Treat says he no-
tived the taxicab standing, saw a woman
get in and across the street saw another
woman holding a boy. The child oried:
